Lonsdale’s Unbeaten 2-Year-Old Bull Champion—Picard 3-Year-Old 
Tops Females—C. P. R. Takes Both Premier Banners

another fine success as the great show window of 

Canadian agriculture and live stock development. 
Its distinctive colorful atmosphere sets it apart as a fit- 
ing climax for the shows of the year in North America. 
Dairy cattle exhibits were down a bit in several depart- 
ments, entries totalling 261 for Ayrshires, 232 for Hol- 
steins, 181 for Guernseys and 162 for Jerseys. 


The Holstein Show 

With only one exhibit from the U. S., the Holstein 
show presented less of an international competition than 
has frequently been the case at past shows. Absences 
this year of several prominent show herds that have 
been large factors in other years, combined to make the 
Holstein show as a whole rather below Royal par. There 
were many really sensational individuals, and most of 
the bull classes and younger female classes were highly 
creditable. Not as much can be said however for the 
female classes above milking age, which, taken in their 
entirety, were not up to Royal standards. Tom Dent, 
Woodstock, Ont., well known Canadian breeder, made 
his debut as a Royal Winter Fair Judge. Axel Hansen, 
of Minnesota, was back again as a consultant, and they 


made a good team, handling the assignment with sure- 
ness and dispatch. 


Forty exhibitors from six provinces of Canada and 
one state of the U. S. were successful in breaking into 
the prize winning column. The C. P. R. Supply Farm, 
Strathmore, Alta., was winner of the coveted Premier 
Exhibitor and Premier Breeder awards, runner-up for 
both being Hays & Company, Calgary, Alta., a signal 
honor for the two far-west contenders. Their winnings 
included for C. P. R.—six first places, junior champion 
heifer and reserve senior and reserve grand champion 
female, first get of sire, taking the Haley & Lee Trophy 
and likewise the Holtby Trophy for two best Holsteins 
bred by exhibitor. Hays had three firsts, one a partner- 
ship bull sold to George M. Wood, Troy, Ont., being jun- 
lor champion male. They also won the Progeny of Dam 
class, and scored second six times. J. M. Fraser, Streets- 
Ville, Ont., likewise had three firsts and four seconds, 
undefeated junior get of sire group continuing to 
ead the field. Geo. C. Bell, Sarnia, Ont., also had three 
first prizes, including Dairy Herd and the Hon. Geo. 8. 
ee trophy for Three Best Udders in the show, an 
onor he also won last year when this class was in- 
augurated. Harold James, Sarnia, Ont., had two first 
prizes, eight other exhibitors taking one first prize each.

The Bull Classes 

The show opened Wednesday morning with the jun- 
ior bull calves. Jack Fraser scored here as he did also 
in the senior bull calf class, the junior winner, Glenvue 
Challenger Palmyra being an especially classy youngster. 
Lonsdale had a nice runner-up in one of the first sons of 
their sensational Ne Plus Sir Model 2-year-old. Hays 
& Company and George M. Wood topped the junior 
yearlings with Hays Duce of Clubs, a consistent winner 
for Hays throughout the season. He is a well balanced 
fellow, of good-substance and plenty of character, a bit 
too straight in the leg, but with enough of what it takes 
to go through to junior championship. J. Walter Jones 
headed a rather ragged senior yearling class with his 
son of Echo Hartog Mercedes. 


The 2-year-old bull class was tops for the whole 
show. In fact, it was as great a class for this age as 
we can remember having seen. Two previously unde- 
feated winners came together for the first time, and 
when the smoke of battle had cleared away, Lonsdale 
Ne Plus Sir Model, pride of the Maritimes (and Mert 
McCarthy) emerged as a clear cut winner over Strath- 
more DeWinton Heilo, the dark menace from the 
Prairies (C. P. R.). The Model bull has a bit more style 
and dairy character; is especially good in tail setting 
and pin bone width. The Strathmore bull is stronger in 
heart and spring of rib. They made a great pair to head 
a line in which class extended way to the bottom. Many 
of the ringside had their eyes on Strathmore Morag Sir 
Heilo, a C. P. R. bred bull shown by Hays in sixth place, 
as a very excellent prospect for future development. The 
winner went on to make a popular senior and grand 
champion. Rooker Francy the Great, reserve grand 
champion at the National Dairy Show, finished here with 
those same honors, after winning the 3-year-old class, 
Colby Lewis, his breeder, has now sold a half interest 
in him, and he was shown in the joint name with Red 
Ball Farm, Nova Scotia. Robertson Farms won the aged 
bull class with Piebe Homestead of York 36th, a smooth, 
rather thick type of bull that has had an up and down 
career this season. Raymondale Lawrence (S. J. Ham- 
mond, St. Pauls, Ont.) winner at the C. N. E., and sev- 
eral times a Reserve All-American winner in younger 
classes, was in second place. He will make his new 
home in the Weller herd in New York. Harold James 
was in third with his well balanced Hays Zobo De Kol, 
above the famed Robertson entry, King Bessie Korn- 
dyke Ormsby 22d, showing rougher in the tail head 
than he has appeared at earlier shows. 
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Female Classes 

Overshading everything else in a fine show of heifers 
in the junior classes was the C. P. R. senior yearling, 
Strathmore Koba Pearl Heilo. Critics generally rated 
her as just about tops for the past dozen years. She 
has size and strength with refinement and dairy char- 
acter. She has a great heart and spring of rib, with- 
out undue coarseness in shoulder for a heifer in her 
stage (due in January). Her back strongly supports 
a deep middle, her rump and tail setting are just as you 
would have them with great width of loin and hips. Her 
underpinning is strong and well set. If her udder, just 
starting to spring, fulfills its present visual promise, she 
will make plenty of additional show ring history as she 
goes on. She rather completely dominated the field in 
the junior section and even had her friends among the 
ringside judges for grand honors. She is a daughter of 
Colony Vale Romeo Sir Heilo, and is thus a sister to the 
good second prize 2-year-old bull previously described. 
Reserve junior championship went to an extra choice 
heifer calf, Hays Midnight Sun, a flashy, strong-topped 
baby shown by Hays & Co., who beat out Jack Fraser’s 
Spring Farm Gwen, second place winner at Columbus. 
George Bell topped the junior calves with Moorebell 
Mercedes, another real quality calf, not so good in the 
legs as the senior winner. R. A. Profitt headed the 
junior yearlings with Willowfarm Daisy Rooker, a very 
worthy daughter of Rooker The Great. 


The old female classes, while disappointing as a 
breed display, had many high spots. The grand cham- 
pion was found in the dry 3-year-old class. The winner, 
Claremont Pauline Pietje, will be remembered as the 
lovely 2-year-old winner here last year. She is again 
just ready to freshen and was shown in full bloom. She 
is dairy all through, and looks the part of great produc- 
tion. As she is a daughter of Judge Dent’s sire, Mont- 
vic Rag Apple Pietje and passed through his hands to 
her present owner, Mr. H. J. Picard, we understand the 
championship selection was made by Consulting Judge 
Hansen. We mention this in fairness to all concerned. 

Closest fit in the senior championship battle was be- 
tween the eventual winner and the winning milking 2- 
year-old, Strathmore Fairchild Koba DeWinton. This 
heifer had plenty of friends for the top honors, as did 
her stablemate, the C. P. R. senior yearling heifer. This 
2-year-old, carrying a perfectly beautiful udder, has a 
great top, heart and middle, and with a bit more size 
for age and perhaps a little more length of neck, might 
have moved up a notch from the reserve senior and 
reserve grand champion honors she won here. Interest- 
ing side light is that Paul Misner spotted her in the 
barn the day before the judging and purchased her for 
Dunloggin, where she will make her new home. 

Harold James, Sarnia, Ont., won the dry cow class 
with his just ready to freshen Bell Frisela Korndyke; 
C. P. R. took the milking cow class with Strathmore 
Princess Posch, George Bell’s old standby, Ormsby Sylvus 
Dewdrop, being handicapped by calving twins the Fri- 
day preceding. George Bell won the milking four-year- 
old section with Inka Lass Mantel. Llenroc Farms, Ltd. 
and Houck Bros. headed the milking 3-year-olds with 
Rosewood Sunny Burke. The dry 2-year-olds also had 
a very nice top in Maple Way Winnie Posch, a novely 
springing heifer owned by Jack Town, Ingersoll, Ont. 

The Groups 

Harold James won the graded herd class; his neigh- 
bor, eGorge Bell, the dairy herd. Hays & Company 
topped the Progeny class with a great pair of bulls— 
(Taxpayer and Alamoda). Jack Fraser, as previously 
mentioned, kept an undefeated record clear with his 
junior get of sire. C. P. R. came through with a very 
classy 2-year-old get by their Heilo bull that was out- 
standing. It was last year’s winning junior get nicely 
grown out. They also had best junior herd and best 
breeders herd.

Opening at $500, bids broke out all over the house, bid- 
ders including President Oosterhuis, Tom Courtney, Wis- 
consin Board of Control and Martin Buth of Michigan, 
whose bid of $1,000 proved to be final. General com- 
ment was that here was one of the breed’s really great 
cows. The accompanying picture shows the ring just 
after the conclusion of the sale of this cow, with the prin- 
cipals. Mr. Buth had several opportunities later to sell 
at an advance. 

Then followed President Oosterhuis’ great cow, Oostie 
Fairie Johanna, second prize four-year-old at the recent 
National Dairy Show, and now in heavy production. 
Pabst Farms, Oconomowoc, Wis., were the buyers at 
$600. Second high female, however, came a little later 
when H. S. Gilkey, Owatonna, Minn., bought from Femco 
Farms their great first calf heifer, Femco Homestead 
Fayne at $635. She is a daughter of Femco Count 
Walker Piebe and thus a sister of the world’s champion, 
Femco Alma. Second dam is the twice 1,200-lb. fat cow, 
Femco Johanna Bess Fayne, making her a great addi- 
Uon to Mr. Gilkey’s breeding herd.

Highest price paid was $440 for Bell Farm Homestead 
Casselda, a four-year-old daughter of Carnation Home- 
stead Matador, son of North Star Joe Homestead. Bell 
Farm Hazelwood Eclyd Posch was another selected, a 
daughter of Bell Farm Sir Hazelwood Ormsby (grandson 
of Winterthur Bess Ormsby Great). Her price was $425. 
Both were consigned by Bell Farms, Coraopolis, Pa., 
whose entries in the sale especially pleased Mr. Eshel- 
man. Hawthorne Farms, Libertyville, Ill., added three 
head to their splendid herd, including an attractive 5- 
year-old from Ray Hetts at $405. Other good buyers 
included Wis.

Where 10,836 Head Have Brought $1,543,659 


One hundred consignment sales, all held under the same management 
and in the same sale pavilion in a period of just under 15 years—that wil] 
be the record set by R. Austin Backus in his Earlville Sale series when the 
100th Earlville Sale has been held on December 7 and 8, 1938. In the first 
99 of these sales, more than 10,000 head of pure bred Holsteins have beep 
sold for more than a million and a half dollars, the exact figures being 10,836 
head for an average of $142.46, with a total of $1,543,659.00. We believe 
we can safely say that no pure bred sale series of any breed of dairy cattle 
approaches the Earlville series for number of sales, number of pure bred 
cattle sold or for sale total for the series. 


The Earlville Sale Pavilion was 
acquired about 25 years ago by the 
Madison-Chenango Holstein Club and 
in it was held the first Madison- 
Chenango Sale on May 7 and 8, 
1914. This was, we believe, the first 
two-day sale ever attempted by a 
County Holstein Club and almost the 
first Club Sale of any size, coming 
just a few days after the first Wau- 
kesha County Sale in Wisconsin. Lo- 
cated in the heart of one of the great 
Holstein and dairy districts of the 
country right on the line between 
Madison and Chenango Counties, the 
building was purchased from John 
R. Parsons, Earlville business man 
and Holstein breeder]. It was ori- 
ginally decorated with a large pic- 
ture of De Kol Queen La Polka 2d, 
whose long string of records above 
800 lbs. milk in a week had won her 
the title of ‘‘Dairy Queen of Madison- 
Chenango. There were 33 breeders of 
the two counties who consigned to 
this first Earlville Sale back in 1914, 
including A. H. Hartshorn, Roscoe D. 
Lee, John R. Parsons, Lamb & Lang- 
worthy, Clayton Sisson, S. B. Burch- 
ard, Chas. K. Record & Son, R. P. 
Kutschbach & Son, Eugene Lamunion 
and others who played a prominent 
part in organizing and developing 
the Madison-Chenango Club. 

This first sale was managed for 
the club by E. M. Hastings and 
brought an average of $272 for 177 

head, with individual prices up to 
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$3,500. After a few more sales held 
by the club, this first Earlville series 
was discontinued. Later H. A. Moy- 
er held a few sales in the Earlville 
pavilion and the New York Holstein- 
Friesian Association held the last of 
the New York State Sale series at 
Earlville in 1923. 


On May 14 and 15, 1924, R. Aus- 
tin Backus held his first Earlville 
Sale in the Earlville pavilion, with 
147 head averaging $134.93, top 
price being $265 and with several 
others bringing $250 or better. New 
York’s breeders were well represent- 
ed both as buyers and as consignors. 
John A. Bell, Jr., was an out-of- 
state consignor and there were sey- 
eral buyers from Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey. 


In 1925 and 1926, Earlville Sales 
were held spring and fall, all two- 
day events. In January 1927 came 
a Midwinter Earlville Sale, followed 
by four others that year to bring the 
count to ten. The 10th Earlville 
Sale, on Nov. 29-30, 1928, had a $540 
top, the first $500 price at an Earl- 
ville Sale but beaten in the 11th sale 
on Feb. 28-29, 1928, with a $555 
top. This was the first of four Earl- 
ville Sales held in 1928, the May 
Sale of that year being the first 
three-day sale of the series. The 
14th Sale, Dec. 4-5, 1928, set a new 
high mark when Yates Farms, who 
had sold bulls up to over $500 in 
previous sales of this series, received

This has proved 
to be the top price for females at 
any of the first 99 sales of the series. 


The first four-figure price at an 
Earlville Sale came in the 21st sale 
on May 13-14, 1930, when Sir Topsy 
Korndyke, consigned by Duncan 
MacNaughton, Winchester, Ont., sold 
for $1,725 to J. & E. J. Karlen, 
Rome, N. Y. This stood as the high 
mark for an Earlville Sale until De- 
cember of the same year, when at the 
25th or Silver Anniversary at Earl- 
ville, Ormsby Sensation 45th brought 
$2,125. This proven sire was con- 
signed by R. E. Eddy, Poultney, Vt., 
and was purchased by Bellevue 
Farms, Hyattsville, Md., where his 
proving was further continued. 


All through the depression years 
of the early thirties, Austin Backus 
continued to stage his Earlville 
Sales, from seven to nine of them in 
a year and in later years practically 
one a month. In May 1934 he 
reached the fifty-mark and _ cele- 
brated his “Golden Anniversary” 
with a three-day sale and a Golden 
Anniversary Banquet at Colgate Inn. 
This sale brought an average of $111 
for the 188 head, with top at $300 
and many believe that it marked the 
upturn from about the low point of 
the depression in Holstein values. 


A little over two years later, on 
October 14-15, 1936, came the 75th 
or Diamond Jubilee Earlville Sale, 
which scored another triumph, the 
175 head averaging $151, with a 
$500 top, a cow bred and consigned 
by Blount Lumber Co. 


Andnow, two years later, we find 
preparations practically completed 
for the 100th Earlville, the series 
having at last reached the ‘‘Century 
mark”. Scheduled for December 7 
and 8, the first day is planned as a 
sale of real National calibre, 50 head 
of “All-Stars’’, to be followed on the 
second day by a sale of 100 head of 
which no animals have been accept- 
ed that do not compare favorably 
with the upper half of the regular 
Earlville offerings of past sales. 
Early in the fall, Austin Backus en- 
gaged Vere S. Culver to inspect and 
select the offerings for both days 
and for several months Mr. Culver 
has been on the road, visiting the 
great herds of North America, large 
and small, selecting animals which 
for quality, proven ability and prom- 
ise for the future measure up to the 
high Standard of this century event. 
This sale is bound to prove one of 
the landmarks in public sale his- 
tory. 

A feature will be the Breeders’ 
Banquet, to be held the evening of 
the first day, in the beautiful Union 
Building at nearby Colgate Univer- 
sity, with a fine program of music 
and entertainment, a few talks, and 
Suitable recognition of some of the 
Holstein dignitaries who have prom- 
ised to be present. 

. on Backus series of Earlville 
7 €s, as we have seen, started in 
924, at the time when the bottom 
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of the post-war depression in Hol- 
stein values had just been passed, 
and the upward swing just started. 
The Earlville Sales, along with gen- 
eral Holstein conditions, climbed up- 
ward through the prosperous years 
of the late twenties, went over the 
hump and down into the depth of 
the depression of the early thirties 
and the series, like the Holstein in- 
dustry, now appears to be climbing 
steadily up again toward a new pe- 
riod of prosperity. Through all the 
ups and downs of this historic 15- 
year period, Austin Backus has kept 
plugging along, in good times and in 
bad, taking his losses along with his 
winnings and never wavering in his 
faith in the Holstein cow. Breeders 
all through the East and to some ex- 
tent in other parts of the country 
have come to look upon the Earl- 
ville Sales as a barometer of Hol- 
stein conditions and hundreds of 
breeders are accustomed to flock to 
these sales month after month to see 
at first hand ‘‘how they are selling’’. 


More than 350 breeders from 
more than a dozen states and Can- 
ada may be found listed among the 
consignors to the first 100 Earlville 
Sales. Many of these have consigned 
to sale after sale during these years. 
By far the heaviest consignor to the 
entire series is Mr. Harry Yates, 
owner of Yates Farms at Orchard 
Park, N. Y., with Blount Lumber 
Co., Lacona, N. Y., ranking second in 
point of total value of cattle con- 
signed. 

The buyers have come mostly from 
the great Grade A milk markets of 
New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvan- 
ia and New England, many of whom 
have come to depend on the Earl- 
ville Sales for their replacements. 
And from these sales have come 
large numbers of great foundation 
breeding females and herd sires that 
have made good in a countless num- 
ber of herds. 

While we are giving Austin Back- 
us credit for doing a marvelous job 
of Holstein marketing, we must not 
neglect to mention his loyal and ef- 
ficient corps of assistants. Col. Geo. 
W. Baxter, Elmira, N. Y., served as 
auctioneer at the first 56 of these

Dec. 1 Deadline For W. F. Candidates 
HE Association has undertaken a big and wortb- 
while job in agreeing to furnish the Holstein repre. 
sentation in the Dairy World of Tomorrow exhibit 

at the New York World’s Fair. We call attention to the 

detailed announcement of the matter presented in the 

Association’s regular advertising space in this issue. It 

certainly will afford a great privilege and opportunity to 

every breeder who has animals selected for use in this 
display. 

For the protection of all, it has been necessary to set 
up careful requirements governing the health status of 
all animals selected. These regulations are set forth in 
some detail in the Association’s announcement. These 
regulations complicate the job of selection in one parti- 
cular because of the time element involved in the Bang’s 
disease testing program set up. The first test on all 
animals considered for the original display will have to 
be made before January 1, 1939. This means that se- 
lections will have to be definitely made during the month 
of December. For that reason a December deadline 
has had to be set for nominations in order to make it 
physically possible for Glen Householder to complete the 
inspections during the month. Breeders having cows 
due to freshen in April, which meet all the health re- 
quirements listed, which are of strictly high class type, 
and which can be depended upon to milk upwards of 
70 lbs. a day on three-time milking, are accordingly 
urged to telegraph Mr. Householder at the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association office in Madison, Wis., immediately s0 
that his inspection program can get under full sail 
at once. 


The Cover 

NE of the historic moments of the 1938 show season 
O occurred at the New York State Fair when after 

thorough study Judge Paul Misner motioned into 
first place in the aged cow class a marvelous 9-year-old 
matron from the North Country, Rosemary of Fairbrook, 
moving into second place the famed Cornell Ollie Cather- 
ine. The grand champion award was easy after that, 
while Catherine later went on to take grand champion- 
ship at the National Dairy Show under Mr. Misner. Ir 
Morgan, Lisbon, N. Y., was the proud owner. 

Looking up the record, we found that Rosemary, who 
was concedely at her best on that hot day in Syracuse, 
just ready to freshen, did not depend on that winning 
alone to entitle her to a place in the Hall of Fame. We 
found that for seven straight years she had been grand 
championship of the St. Lawrence County Fair, in the 
biggest dairy county of the United States. We found 
that in her previous lactation, she had made a CTA rec 
ord of 832 lbs. fat, 21,621 lbs. milk on straight 2-time 
milking. Also that she had three daughters in the herd 
that were formed in her own image. 

Quite naturally the Morgan farm was about the first 
port of call for Vere Culver when Austin Backus plac 
upon his competent shoulders the job of selecting the 
entries for the 100th Earlville Sale. Mr. Morgan Wa 
distinctly cold to the idea—he had refused many fiatter- 
ing offers at the state fair and opined that she wou 
live out her life at Fairbrook. Vere visualized this 


grand family as the greatest family group of cow 40 
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three daughters ever to go through an auction ring. He 
could see the possibilities they offered for some good 
preeder to take and develop. He could see them as a 
sensational sale attraction without parallel and he just 
couldn’t take “no” for an answer. He persisted and 
finally after three or four expeditions, he secured the 
whole family for unrestricted offering in this 100th 
Earlville Sale. The three daughters are full sisters (by 
a son of twice All-American Sir Francy Mercena Burke) 
and with the right development they will make their 
mark in the Produce of Dam classes. For good measure, 
he secured another daughter of the same sire—to round 
out a get of sire group. So now just under the gun— 
without time for adequate publicity, and as the catalog 
forms are closing—-we are able to make this announce- 
ment, believing with Mr. Culver that this family group 
spells Opportunity and Fame for the breeder who will 
take them all and give them a sound opportunity for de- 
velopment. 

The pedigree of Rosemary of Fairbrook is interest- 
ing. Her immediate ancestors have been for the most 
part undeveloped. Her dam is described as just the 
same sort of a cow as Rosemary but was lost years ago 
in the t. b. test. We note that Rosemary’s dam and her 
sire’s dam are three-quarter sisters, both by King Pon- 
tiac Belle Clothilde, he a son of Christmas Belle King, 
who was by Pietertje Hengerveld Segis (one of King 
Segis’ best sons) and out of the 40-lb. Otego Valley 
Christmas Belle. Their dams were both by Korndyke 
Fayne Butter Boy 2d, he by Korndyke Fayne Butter Boy 
(famed in his day) and out of Frank Ronas’ old 31-lb. 
foundation cow, Elmwood Mink Korndyke. Other lines 
include De Kol 2d’s Butter Boy 3d and Hengerveld De 
Kol in the bottom line inheritance, Scenic Korndyke 
Echo and some of the best of the Middleton Farms’ lines 
on top, including K P B K, their sensational old son of 
King of the Pontiacs. Even though undeveloped close 
up, there is plenty of good blood in the pedigree—and 
the trueness with which she has bred is rather striking 
evidence of the merit of her inheritance.

the year 1910-11, and gave her championship of New 
York State.

Previous invitations have been extended for breeders to nominate cows which they feel will meet the high spec- 
fications and which they are willing to loan for this exhibit. The response has been excellent, but we do not 
want to leave out anyone who has a real candidate. Hence this final notice to the Holstein public. A December 1 
deadline is necessary because the work of inspecting the nominations must be completed in December, in order to 
meet the health specifications set up—and economy dictates the completion of nominations before the job of in- 


spection is started in order to map out routes and avoid back-tracking. Hence this final reminder to breeders, 
following the earlier announcements. 


There are to be 30 cows of each breed on display in The Dairy World of Tomorrow. The Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of Canada is cooperating by sponsoring 10 Holsteins, leaving 20 to be chosen in the United States. They 
must be choice and truly representative of our breed. We would like to get one from each of 20 leading Holstein 
states—and we want them to be a real advertisement for our breed. We plan to select at least 60 cows for a re- 
serve list—and the honor of any choice will be a high one. 


G iS t Through cooperation of The Borden Company, the cows for this impressive exhibit, which will 
eneraloet-uUp jo viewed by 50,000,000 people, will be brought to New York City, maintained during the Fair, 
of Exhibit and returned at its close, with all expenses paid.

The cows will be milked three times a day by machine on the Rotolactor, 
with complete production records kept so that good cows will not suffer a break in life-time production records. 
Each cow will be identified throughout the exhibit with a placque showing her breed, name, name and address of 
owner, It will provide most wonderful advertising not only for our breed but for every owner fortunate enough to 
have a cow in the exhibit. The Borden Company pays all the expenses — breeders are merely asked to loan the 
cows—and the Holstein-Friesian Association is sponsoring it and making the selections to insure the best and most 
representative possible exhibit. 
We urge breeders not to hold back through any sense of modesty in offering cows for our consideration. On the

A 
few reserves may be designated as replacements for later months. 

2—Beautiful Individualsk—Good Udders 
Only cows of choice type, particularly good in the udder, can be used for this exhibit. Cows that would be 
“money cows” in a good state fair show. Uniformity of appearance will be stressed. 

38—Heavy Production 
We want every cow in the Holstein exhibit to produce over 70 lbs. a hay at the fair (3-time milking)—from 
there up. We want to run the buckets over. We can doit. We must have workers. 


Health For the protection of all exhibitors of all breeds, careful study has been given to the subject of 
, health rules for the exhibit. The rules, as adopted, have the approval of both the U. S. and New 
Requirements York State Bureaus of Animal Industry. 


Tuberculosis: All cattle are to come from accredited herds and each cow must pass a t. b. test within 30 days 
prior to date of shipment. 

Bang’s Disease: All cattle selected must come, so far aspossible, from herds under tests for control of Bang’s Dis- 

ease, and in which there is no evidence of active infection. 
Each cow must pass three agglutination tests, completely negative in 1-50 dilution and above. The first test 
shall be made not later than Jan. 1, 1939 (That is the reason for completing our selections in December); 
the second on or about March 1, 1939; and the third just prior to shipment. Monthly blood tests will be 
made during the period of the fair to discover promptly any latent infection. 

Mastitis: Each cow selected for the exhibit herd shall be free from mastitis, as determined by thorough examina- 
tion by a competent veterinarian. Cows in milk at time of selection must pass such tests as will aid in de- 
termining her freedom from mastitis. 

Other Diseases: Appropriate attention is to be given to freedom from such other diseases as Johne’s Disease, 
Seabies, Actinomycosis (Lumpy Jaw), Trichomoniosis, Cow Pox, Pink Eye, ete. 

The health angles of the exhibit will be under constant supervision of the New York and Federal Bureaus of Ani- 


mal Industry. Borden’s own veterinary department will also be constantly on the job. Clean animals will be 
protected. 


This exhibit will be one of our big extension projects for 1939. The cows on exhibit 
will be thoroughly protected against contamination-—they will be skillfully fed and 
eared for under expert herdsmen. We must have an exhibit of our breed that will 
be truly representative and a thorough-going credit to our breed. 

Every breeder participating will gain real distinction from the wide publicity he will 
receive both at the Fair and through the press.

HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN WORLD 


W. VA. BREEDERS MEET 

Annual meeting of West Virginia 
Holstein Breeders was held in 
Charleston, on October 26, in con- 
nection with the meeting of the West 
Virginia Dairymen’s’ Association. 
The meeting was called to order by 
the president, V. V. Law, Jane Lew, 
W. Va., at 7:30 P. M. Main speaker 
was Dr. H. H. Tucker of the New 
Jersey Experiment Station, whose 
subject was ‘Breeding for Higher 
Fat Test in Holstein Herds.” He 
discussed the inbreeding the New 
Jersey Experiment Station is doing 
with the Holstein breed, and stated 
that Ormsby Sensation 45th, one of 
three bulls that the experiment sta- 
tion bought to use on this inbreeding 
program, was the only one that had 
proven satisfactory, and that he had 
increased the fat test of his daugh- 
ters over their dams. 

Dr. H. M. Newton, in charge of 
veterinary work in West Virginia, 
discussed briefly the Bang’s disease 
program in the State. He stated 
3,500 herds consisting of 200,000 
head of cattle were now under super- 
vision. At the present time they 
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are working on the area plan and 
have 15 of the leading dairy coun- 
ties under this plan which have been 
tested one or more times. He stated 
that West Virginia ranked near the 
top in the Bang’s disease program. 

It was decided by the breeders 
that next year in connection with 
the second annual dairy show that 
they would sponsor a bull sale. They 
felt that it had been quite a problem 
in the state to secure the type of 
sire they were all interested in, and 
by holding these sales would help to 
bring the dairymen in contact with 
sires of more desirable type and pro- 
duction. 

Officers were elected as follows: 
V. V. Law, Jane Lew, president; H. 
H. Carman, Wellsburg, vice presi- 
dent; J. M. Pierpoint, Clarksburg, 
secretary-treasurer.

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Chapmans Breed Good Cattle 


A SUCCESS STORY— 


The World was “scooped” on this 
story of a fine breeder and his herd 
by the Wayne County Farm and 
Home Bureau News. The excellence 
of the Chapman herd and the story 
of its development has _ sufficient 
interest value to bear repeating to 
our larger circle of readers. 

About a dozen years ago George 
W. Chapman and Son, of Ontario, 
New York decided to replace their 
grade Holsteins with pure breds. 
Accordingly, a few foundation heif- 
ers were purchased, and a succession 
of good bulls have since been used. 
Good blood lines combined with in- 
telligent herd management have re- 
sulted in an average yearly produc- 
tion for the past eight years of well 
over 400 pounds of butterfat, as 
well as a lively market for breeding 
stock which is now improving the 
herds of neighboring farmers. Mr. 
Chapman, and son, Richard, did not 
lose sight of the value of breeding 
for type right along with high pro- 
duction, for during this period of 
time they have shown many winners 
at the local and County fairs. 


Such a record of performance in 
any herd rightfully qualifies the 
owners to a place among that select 
group termed successful breeders. 

Uncommon Sense 

Methods used in building the 
Chapman herd are worthy of study, 
for they are the result of intelligence 
and good judgment. They prove that 
good herds can be bred and de- 
veloped through a wise selection of 
foundation females plus the use of 
good bulls and without paying un- 
reasonable prices for either. Back 
in 1926, Mr. Chapman bought four 
heifers from the Maple Place Farm 
herd of Coveney and Evans, at Wal- 
worth, N. Y. Two foundation cows 
were also selected from William Sar- 
geant. From this foundation of fe- 
males all but one animal in the pres- 
ent herd have descended. Maple 
Place Countess Wayne was included 
in the group of heifers from Coveney 


and Evans. Now widely known in 
the county as a long-time producer, 
Wayne is referred to by Mr. Chap- 
man as “‘The best $25 investment I 
ever made.’”’ Her lifetime record is 
117,000 lbs. of milk and 4,000 Ibs. 
of butterfat. 


The Bull Problem 

Off to a good start with foundation 
females, Mr. Chapman was immedi- 
ately confronted with the need for a 
bull capable of siring daughters as 
good or better than their dams. Hav- 
ing wisely selected good foundation 
females, he went one step further. 

About the time the Chapmans 
were getting their start with pure- 
breds, considerable attention was fo- 
cused on the Ohio cow, Grace Daw 
2d, and her progeny owned at the 
Ohio Experiment Station at Wooster. 
In eleven consecutive lactations she 
had produced an average of over 
twelve thousand pounds of milk and 
416 pounds of butterfat. She head- 
ed a long line of high producers. 
From this line of cows and by a bull 
noted for siring high production, 
Ohio King Daw came to the Chap- 
man herd. He sired six daughters 
from the foundation cows with aver- 
age yearly records of better than 15,- 
000 pounds of milk and 538 pounds 
of fat figured to mature class B 
equivalent. Dams of most of these 
daughters were lost in the T. B. test 
before records were completed, but 
all but two animals in the present 
herd descend from Ohio King Daw. 
He served a short life of usefulness, 
because he came before the days of 
proved sires. When he could no long- 
er be used in the Chapman herd he 
was shipped to the butcher. Pebble 
Beach Rena, in the accompanying 
four-generation picture was sired by 
this bull. 

Canadian Sire 

To follow the Ohio bull, Llenroc 
King Paul Francy was selected by 
the Chapmans from the Houck Bros. 
herd at Chippewa Falls, Canada. He 
was out of a good cow family and

erside, Canada’s first 1,000-pound fat 
producer. Bred to the Ohio King 
Daw daughters he sired a group of 
five daughters with D. H. I. A. ree. 
ords averaging better than 12,509 
pounds of milk and close to 409 
pounds of butterfat, 305-day mature 
class C equivalent. The daughters 
of this bull showed improved type, 
produced more milk, but tested low- 
er than their dams. 


Test Raiser 

To bolster up the slipping test the 
Chapmans selected ‘for their ‘next 
sire Montvic Chieftain 7th, a son of 
“Chieftain” as his name indicates, 
and carrying 50% of the blood of 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst. In this 
bull’s four-generation pedigree only 
one female tests below 4%. His first 
daughter to complete a 2-year-old 
record made 10,018 lbs. of milk and 
429 lbs. fat in 305 days, testing 4.2. 
The second daughter to finish had 
an average test of 4.8%. The five 
other ‘‘Chieftains’ that have fresh- 
ened with their first calves are now 
testing above 4%. 


The Chapmans are strong beliey- 
ers in production testing. Nine years 
in the D. H. I. A. and seven years in 
the Holstein Herd Test have helped 
them to breed, feed and weed to ad- 
vantage. The herd is now Federally 
approved and certified for Bangs 
disease and T. B. 


The Present Problem 

You may take it for granted that 
Richard Chapman and his dad are 
sitting pretty. They have had a herd 
analysis made of their herd which 
shows the inheritance for production 
generation by generation on the six 
female lines descended from their 
original six foundation cows. They 
have developed their herd to a high 
level of production and type, and 
they have a sire that is proving out 
exceptionally well. There remains 
in a cooperative 
breeding organization to complete 
the picture. How fine it would be if 
one of the neighbors had another 
bull of equal calibre to trade with 
Mr. Chapman when Montvic Chief- 
tain 7th can no longer be used in 
the herd. Only in this way, says the 
Farm Bureau News, could the future 
of the Chapman herd be more secure 
than it is. 


STUDENT FARMERS 

The Fort Hays State College in 
Kansas, in cooperation with the NYA 
and the State Board for Vocational 
Education, is conducting a vocation- 
al training project with boys who re- 
side in the State of Kansas. The 
courses include Farm Carpentry, 
Livestock Management and _ Crop 
Production. The 12 boys enrolled in 
the Livestock Management group 
perform nearly all of the operative 
and managerial jobs in the livestock 
enterprise, feeding, managing and 
caring for the herd of 70 purebred 
Holsteins under the supervision of 
their instructors. Approximately one 
hour a day is spent in vocational in- 
struction, with the World being 
pressed into service as a means of 
keeping the boys posted on the ac- 
tivities of the breed with which they 
are working.

The show was 
much larger than last year’s edi- 
tion, with the majority of the classes 
of a high and more uniform quality. 

Carnation Edna Walker, the Car- 
nation 4-year-old of Reserve All- 
Time All-American fame easily won 
her class and the senior and grand 
championship of the show. Runner- 
up to her in the championship class 
was her’ stablemate, Carnation 
Houwtje Governess, 1st prize aged 
cow. She is a daughter of ‘“Gov- 
ernor’’ and recently completed a 
Class A record of 1055 lbs. of fat. 
The junior champion female honor 
was won by an S. B. Hall entry, Hall- 
rose Myra, 1st prize senior yearling 
for the fifth show of the season. 

The unusual happened in the bull 
championships, with the grand award 
going to Carnation Clipper, the 
flashy senior yearling son of Sir Inka 
May, over the ist prize aged bull, 
Carnation Governor Imperial. Quite 
a calf. Winner in the bull calf class 
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was a Carnation-owned full brother 
to Carnation Edna Walker. 


One of the classiest exhibits of 
the show came in the senior year- 
ling heifer class, with S. B. Hall, 
Troutdale, Oregon, winning with a 
daughter of his ‘‘Governor’’ bull. 
Youngquist Bros., Mt. Vernon; John 
Lindlow and Sons, Portland, and 
Carnation Milk Farms were the chief 
contenders for first. In the two- 
year-old class Carnation won with 
the first daughter of Carnation Gov- 
ernor Imperial, now in the latter 
part of her lactation and making 
nearly 700 lbs. of fat in Class B.

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Profits Jumped $4,000 Annually, And The Herd Average Doubled In 
Five Years at Seven X Dairy 


In his small 40 cow herd at Bill- 
ings, Montana, Joe Steiner, a thrifty 
Holstein breeder of Swiss descent, is 
making history by cooperating with 
the U. S. Government’s proved sire 
experiment which is being conducted 
at the Experiment Station located at 
Huntley, some 15 miles from Bill- 
ings. 

The Huntley Experiment 

Mr. Steiner began building his 
present herd back in 1920, with just 
an ordinary bunch of cows, Holsteins, 
to be sure, but cows that averaged 
something like 250 pounds of fat 
a year. Two years before he started 
dairying in Billings, the Government 
began its work with proved sires at 
Huntley, a program with the object 
of establishing a line of breeding 
that would transmit offspring of su- 
perior merit as producers of milk 
and butterfat, by using only proved 
sires in their herd for generation 
after generation. The first proved 
bull used at Huntley was Mapleside 
King Paul 181023, a bull bred by H. 
W. Norton of Howell, Michigan. This 
bull has been followed in the Hunt- 
ley herd by six other sires, all well 
proved before coming to the Experi- 
ment Station farm. The scope of 
the Huntley experiment has been 
greatly widened and speeded up by 
obtaining the cooperation of neigh- 
boring dairymen, to whom the Sta- 
tion loans out sons of its proved 
bulls. Hach of the cooperators signs 
a strict agreement with the Govern- 
ment stipulating that the  bull’s 
daughters must be kept in the herd 
and tested once each month, with 
clauses covering disease eradication 
in the herd, care of the bull, with 
restrictions in regard to animals to 
which he may be bred. 

Since 1918, when the experiment 
began, 116 of these bulls have been 
placed in service in the herds of 
cooperators. 73 of them have so far 
been proved, with 773 daughters, an 
average of ten apiece, that excell 
their dams by an average of 49.85 
pounds of fat. The 773 daughters 
average 406.8 pounds, and only nine

of these bulls have decreased produc- 
tion. 
Joe Steiner Cooperates 

In 1926 Mr. Steiner received his 
first bull as a cooperator in the ex- 
periment. He was Double King Paul 
Johanna Wayne, a son of the Sta- 
tion’s first proved sire, Mapleside 
King Paul, and Joe used him for 
three years, from 1927 to 1930. The 
22 daughters of this bull in the 
Steiner herd averaged over 15,000 
pounds of milk and 545 of fat,

testing 3.54 per cent, an increase 
over their dams of 2,352 pounds of 
milk and 85 pounds of fat. In 1926, 
before Joe joined up with Uncle 
Sam, his herd average was 263 
pounds on 38 cows. By 1930, with 
just a few of this first bull’s daugh- 
ters coming in, the average had 
jumped to 337 pounds of fat. 

The second Huntley sire was 
brought into the Steiner herd in 1929 
and used through 1931, a son of 
Pride of the Bess Burkes named 
Pride Dutch John Sadie Vale, whose 
dam, it may be well to note, was a 
low tester. He sired ten daughters

for Joe, increasing the production 
over their dams by 916 pounds of 
milk and 48 of fat, and increasing 
the test to 3.69 per cent. These 
daughters averaged over 18,000 of 
milk and 666 of fat. A glance at 
the accompanying table of herd 
averages shows that the average 
production had jumped to over 500 
pounds in 1931, nearly twice what it 
was when the first bull was brought 
into the herd five years earlier. By 
1933 the herd average was up to 544 
pounds, with daughters of the first 
two sires in full production. 

The third sre proved at Seven X 
Dairy was Klaver Gerben Ormsby 
Paul, a son of the Station’s well 
proved U Neb Klaver King 388329. 
Used not quite a year, he sired 13 
daughters, increasing the produc- 
tion above dams that averaged 598.4 
pounds, by 19 pounds of fat and 156 
pounds of milk, and increased the 
test from 3.82 to 4.09. 

The fourth bull that Mr. Steiner 
proved for the Experiment Station 
was another son of U Neb Klaver 
Pride Friend Paul Piebe, who was 
used from the middle of 1932 to 
August of 1937. In a way he wasa 
bad luck bull, because many of his 
daughters were lost through breed- 
ing trouble, and he left only four 
daughters that have as yet com- 
pleted a lactation. Those four, how- 
ever, averaged 665 pounds of fat, 
beating their dams by over 1700 Ibs. 
of milk and 88 lbs. of butterfat, in- 
creasing the test again by .14 per 
cent, 

The senior sire now is another 
son of old Klaver King, Klaver Ger- 
ben Friend Paul Sadie Vale. He is 
not as yet quite proved, so figures 
were not available for a daughter- 
dam comparison. His daughters, 
however, are more than holding up 
their end of the bargain, and they 
also rate above their dams in type. 

Reward—$4,000 a Year 

By using proved sires and sons of 
proved sires, Joe Steiner has not 
only attained renown as a Holstein 
breeder, he has increased the profit

His profit above feed cost 
per cow in 1926, before he had any 
of the daughters of the Huntley bulls 
in his herd, was only $40.40. Eleven 
years later, in 1937, he showed a net 
profit per cow of $137.41, nearly 
one hundred dollars a cow higher 
than when he began using the sons 
of Uncle Sam’s proved bulls. 
Efficient Production 

Glen Householder, on an earlier 
visit to the Seven X Dairy, was par- 
ticularly impressed with the eco- 
nomical way the herd is fed and 
managed. M. B. Nichols, Western 
Fieldman for the National Associa- 
tion, who accompanied Mr. House- 
holder on his visit, made the state- 
ment that in his estimation there 
was no herd in the entire United 
States that could present a better 
record of development and efficient 
production as Mr. Steiner’s. R. L. 
Erickson, President of the Montana 
Holstein Association, states that 
from cow testing records sent him, 
there was no Holstein herd in the 
State that reported as efficient milk 
or butterfat production. 

The daily ration being fed at the 
time of our visit contained no pas- 
ture or grain, but was made up en- 
tirely of low priced local by-products, 
including 40 lbs. of Wet Brewers 
Grains, 12 lbs. of Dried Molasses 
Beet Pulp, 6 lbs. of Mill Feed (bran 
and middlings), 2.4 lbs. of Beet Mo- 
lasses, and 10 to 15 lbs. of alfalfa 
hay. 

From the Herd Average Page 

It is interesting to note the prog- 
ress of the Seven X Dairy average 
over the past ten years or so.

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Type has been of _ secondary 
interest in the herd’s development, 
but there are some outstanding ani- 
mals in the line up. At the Midland 
Empire Fair at Billings this year, 
Joe showed ° the senior and grand 
champion cow, Grace Colantha Pride, 
a daughter of the son of Pride of the 
Bess Burkes that he proved. On the 
ranch nearly every animal we saw as 
we browsed through the barnyard 
had a nice long well balanced udder 
tucked up between her legs, with 
the Klaver daughters particularly 
strong in this department.

held in Utica the same week. 


The Resolutions Committee, con- 
sisting of Wm. A, Prescott, Louis 
Mulroy, and James H. Stone brought 
forward a number’ of resolutions 
which were unanimously passed. The 
first recommended standardization in 
milk plants, either up or down, not 
more than .6 of one per cent either 
way. The second recommended that 
health requirements for local fairs 
receiving state aid be the same as 
those for the State Fair. The third 
commended the State Fair for its 
nice increase in premiums and asked 
for further increases if possible. The 
fourth commended the New York 
State Milk Publicity Bureau, Na- 
tional Chain Drug Store Association, 
grocery associations, bankers asso- 
ciations and milk dealers and the 
fine milk publicity. The fifth en- 
dorsed the action of the Farm Bu- 
reau Federation in asking the State 
Legislature for an appropriation of 
$2,000,000 for Bang eradication and 
$475.00 for tuberenlosis eradication 
The sixth urged the National Asso- 
ciation to consider increasing the 
New York allottment of extension 
funds by $1,000. The seventh was 
a resolution in memory of the late 
Fenner A. Darling, for several years 
secretary of the Eastern New York 
Holstein Club. The ninth and last 
urged an increase of $20,000 in the 
state budget for the New York State 
College of Agriculture to enable the 
college to start the much needed ex- 
tension program of making a com- 
plete breeding analysis of the rec- 
ords of the Dairy Herd Improvement 
Associations of the state. 

Prof. Stanley J. Brownell gave a 
fine and instructive talk on artificial 
insemination, and the work the 
State College is doing along this line. 
Prof. Leland Lamb, also of Cornell 
University, explained in some detail 
the work of Herd Analysis now being 
done in some of the D. H. I. A. herds 
of the state. 

Practically all of the organized lo- 
cal clubs of the state were repre- 
sented at this important meeting, 
and listened with interest to the re- 
ports of the various officers and 
committees.

The annual repotr of the Tulare 
County Cow Testing Association 
shows that 2,974 cows were tested 
during the year 1937-38, a consider- 
able increase over the preceeding 
year. In the ten herds that were en- 
rolled in the proven-sire project, four 
bulls were proven, and one was re- 
proven. Ninety-seven herds were 
tested in the association during the 
year, making an average production 
of 300.6 lbs. fat. J. W. Taylor, Vis- 
alia, had the high herd, with 469.9 
lbs. of fat, the average production of 
20 cows. Two other herds averaged 
above 400 lbs.—B. Batti, 74 cows 
with an average of 423 lbs., and F. 
S. Borror & Sons, Tulare, also Hol- 
stein breeders, making an average of 
416 lbs. on 66 head. Of the ten high 
pure bred cows, both in the 305 and 
365 day divisions, J. W. Taylor 
owned four, with year records rang- 
ing from 648 lbs. to 693.2 Ibs. on 
twice-a-day milking.

Built around the theme, “The 
Cow, Mankind’s Most Useful Ani- 
mal,’ the exhibit will cover every 
phase of the industry, from the dairy 
cow herself, the central figure of it 
all, through all the products made 
from her milk—butter, cheese, ice 
cream, evaporated milk, casein, and 
other derivatives used in the arts 
and industries as well as for food. 

Opening from the main rotunda 
will be an exhibition hall covering 
2,000 square feet of floor space. 
Around its walls, decorated above 
with huge murals depicting the his- 
tory of dairying and dramatizing the 
influence of dairy foods on the life 
span of man, will ve ranged section- 
alized displays showing all the vari 
ous milk products, their manufactur- 
ing processes and their relation to 
the industry as a whole. 
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and to the Golden Gate International Exposition 








Ingenious display devices will give 
dramatic pictures of the economic 
relation of the dairy industry to the 
wealth of California and of the na- 
tion, as well as show how essential 
are milk products to public health 
and individual well-being. 

Two “milk bars,’ with counters 
opening outward on the avenues, will 
pe novel features of the exhibit 
building expected to prove especially 
popular. 

The California Dairy Council has 
been charged with the planning, in- 
stallation, and maintenance of the 
exhibit, with the dairy industry co- 
operating to make the display truly 
representative and educational. 

Sell More Butter 

California dairy farmers have an- 
nounced through the California Milk 
Producers Stabilization Committee, 
Nels Lautrup, chairman, that a na- 
tion-wide drive to reduce a record- 
breaking surplus of unconsumed but- 
ter would be held November 10-26. 


The campaign will be directed to- 
ward the moving of butter in con- 
sumer channels in an effort to de- 
crease the stock on hand, which Oc- 
tober 1 amounted to 210,000,000 
pounds. This is 75,000,000 pounds 
more than the five-year average and 
is an all-time high for surplus but- 
ter stocks. 


Milk—Most Valuable 

Dairying is California’s leading ag- 
ricultural industry from the stand- 
point of value of product. The farm 
value of milk fat produced during 
1927 in California was $81,510,000, 
the highest since 1930, according to 
infermation compiled by the Cali- 
fornia State Department of Agricul- 
ture. Average value per pound of 
miik fat was 53.4 cents, compared to 
49.2 cents in 1936. 


Comparison of income from milk 
with that from farm crops shows that 
milk leads all single farm crops. 
Oranges brought in a revenue of 
$61,000,000; hay had a farm value 
of $53,000,000; and grapes were es- 
timated at $43,000,000. 

Los Angeles is the leading dairy 
county of the state, producing 28,- 
967,000 pounds of milk fat, or 
18.4% of the total. Merced, Stanis- 
laus and San Joaquin counties were 
next in importance.—Western Live- 
stock Journal

Fenner A. Darling 


BOUT 500 persons attended the funeral services on 
A Thursday, November 10th at the Peekskill Pres- 

byterian Church for the late Fenner A. (Jack) 
Darling, 50, manager of the Graymoor Farm Dairy who 
died suddenly of a heart attack on Monday morning, 
November 7 at his home in Garrison. 

Mr. Darling’s body was removed to the church at 
9:00 o’clock and laid in state until 10:00 o’clock when 
the funeral services were held, on Thursday November 
10th, Rev. Robert Blackshear, pastor of the church con- 
ducted the services. Interment at Sylvan Lawn Ceme- 
tery, Greene, New York. Fifty honorary pallbearers 
from the Peekskill Rotary Club, Eastern New York Hol- 
stein Club, Dutchess County Guernsey Club, Dutchess 
County Poultry Association and Dutchess County Farm 
Bureau Association. Active pallbearers were two from 
Rotary, William Owen, George Creed; two from Hol- 
stein Club, A. L. Shepherd, W. D. VanValkenburgh and 
two farmers, Robert Urey and Richard Harmon. 

Mr. Darling was born and raised on a dairy farm in 
Greene, Chenango County, New York, January 8, 1888. 
He attended Greene High School and latter Cornell Agri- 
cultural School at Ithaca, New York, specializing in 
feeds and feeding, under Professor Savage and Dairy 
breeds and breeding under the late Professor H. H. 
Wing. Engaged in dairying for 35 years, he was on 
the staff of official testers in California also at Harry 
Bridgfords of Tracey, California where some of the 
best show cattle in the West were developed and many 
fine records made. He was also on the staff of the 
Colorado Agriculture College in the same capacity and 
had a chance to observe methods used there where there 
were many high class cattle. After leaving the official 
testing work, he made at the Colorado State Home in 
Denver, Colo., some of the best records ever made in 
Colorado, among them was the State Championship for 
two year olds in 1923 namely Colorado Duchess Ormsby 
Jane, who made 485 lbs. of milk and 22.84 lbs. of but- 
terfat in seven days, she also milked over 80 lbs. per 
day on several days. While at the State Home he had 
many of the cows milk 100 lbs. of milk per day and 
— a number of records of over 24 lbs. of fat in 7 
days. 


For the past eleven years he was Manager of the 
Graymoor Farm Dairy, Garrison, New York, owned by 
William Church Osborn. Under his management the 
Graymoor arm Dairy became “Certified’’ four years 
ago under the American Association of Milk Commis- 
sions. Inc. and the New York County Medical Society._ 
For four consecutive years they were represented in the 
honors awarded at the New York State Fair for the 
high quality milk. He also achieved considerable 
recognition as a live stock showman winning first bull 
calf at Eastern States Exposition, Junior Champion at 
Dutchess County Fair and eighth in a class of 15 at the 
National. In three consecutive years averaged in Herd 
Test 435.3 lbs. fat. 

Mr. Darling has been secretary-treasurer of the East- 
ern New York Holstein Club for the past four years and 
last year won first prize in the State Extension Contest. 
He also served as a committeeman of the Dutchess 
County Farm Bureau for the area outside Dutchess. He 
was Captain of the ‘Bears’ team in the current mem- 
bership of the Farm Bureau. 

News of his death came as a distinct shock and sur- 
prise to his many friends. He had been in the best of 
health recently. On Saturday he had attended a foot- 
ball fame, Saturday night a show at the Firemen’s audi- 
torium and Sunday afternoon another football game. He 
retired as usual Sunday night and died suddenly from 
a heart attack 6:00 a. m. Monday morning. 

In addition to his activities in the Eastern New York 
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Holstein Club, Mr. Darling held membership in the 
Dutchess County Guernsey Club, Dutchess County Poul- 
trymen’s Association, Dutchess County Farm Bureau and 
D. H. I. A. as well as the Presbyterian Church. 

Surviving are his widow, Olga Darling, two daugh- 
ters, Rowena and Mildred and one son, Joel. 


_OFF THE PRESS 


Linebreeding, that much-practiced and much-talked 
about process of strengthening lines of live stock, is 
thoroughly and scientifically raked over the coals by 
Jay L. Lush, of Iowa State College, in bulletin No. 301, 
entitled ‘‘Linebreeding.’’ ‘‘There is,’’ he says, “‘no magic 
about the linebreeding process which will automatically 
produce good results;’’ but he goes on to say that more 
improvement can be made by careful selection if line- 
breeding is practiced, because that tends to hold the im- 
provement all ready gained. 


Of most interest to the practical breeder is the sec- 
tion of the bulletin devoted to plans and systems of line- 
breeding, of which the author lists five, at least one of 
which may be put to practice in the ordinary herd of 
good pure breds. These plans take into consideration 
the size of the breeders herd, one plan being devised for 
herds too small to keep two sires, another to be used in 
herds where the cooperation of neighbors may be ob- 
tained, still another which fits the herd that is in a posi- 
tion to cooperate with commercial breeders, and another 
which is planned for large herds. Unless the herd is 
exceptionally large, linebreeding purely to one ancestor 
alone cannot be continued indefinitely, a fact which is 
overlooked by many of our good small breeders. It can 
be done easily for two or three generations, but if the 
linebreeding is continued, the time comes when further 
breeding in that same direction involves linebreeding to 
some of the descendants of the original ancestor. There 
is no particular reason why this secondary linebreeding 
should be avoided, provided the animal toward which 
it is directed is an*unusually good one. The trouble is 
that if there are only a few different individuals in 
each generation it is likely to happen that in some 
generations no one of the few will be outstanding enough 
to justify linebreeding to it. If the number of animals 
in this linebred strain or family is very small, the 
breeder will have to linebreed to some of those, even 
though they have not proved themselves good enough 
to justify it. This is the intrinsic danger of a permanent 
line breeding policy based on too small a herd. 


For the novice in genetics, there is some valuable 
information which can be put to practical use in his herd, 
in connection with linebreeding. A section of the chap- 
ter is devoted to violent inbreeding as a means of breed 
improvemeat. Another section tells of successful line- 
breeding experiments. If you studied genetics in col- 
lege, or if you have had broad experience with breeding 
live stock, this pamphlet will tell you little you do not 
all ready know. It is written for the benefit of the 
farmer-breede: who has a good pure bred herd and who 
has never had the advantage of a formal education.

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Earlville No. 99 


Earlville No. 99, held on Novem- 
ber 3, offered a fine lot of cattle to 
the Holstein public and these found 
new homes in approximately sixty 
herds in New York, New Hampshire 
and Pennsylvania. Many breeders 
took this opportunity to make sub- 
stantial additions to their herds, sev- 
eral taking five or more head and the 
largest buyer, George Ballam & Son 
of Walpole, N. H., selecting a dozen 
head to total $1,650. It was con- 
sidered a satisfactory event with its 
average of $136 for 101 head (sale 
total $13,736.50), with prices rang- 
ing up to $270 for cows and $215 
for bulls. Cows were well appreci- 
ated, with 66 females in milk main- 
taining an average of $152.88. These 
included 17 with C. T. A. records 
which averaged $180.15, while 11 
others without records but from C. 
T. A. dams averaged $161.36 and 34 
untested themselves and from un- 
tested dams averaged $138.97. Bred 
two-year-olds, not yet in milk and 
carrying their first calf, averaged 
$123.65 and sold up to $175. The 
ten head of females under 2 years, 
four of them bred, five unbred and 
one calf, sold rather low and the 
dozen bulls averaged $104.79. Three 
head sold over $200, and 35 sold 
from $150 to $200. Only 20 head, 
all but three young heifers and bulls, 
went under $100. As at all Earlville 
events, the sale was well attended. 

Top of the sale was paid for West- 
end Carnation Daffy, an attractive 
six-year-old, fresh a little over x 
month. She was sired by a son of 
the All-American bull, Carnation 
Matador Masterpiece, while the dam 
has a good record in CTA work. S. 
J. Angell, Mt. Upton, N. Y., added 
her to his good herd when he bid 
$270, his only purchase. Walter J. 
Rosenbach, Lancaster, N. Y., who 
took three head for a total of $590, 
paid $240 for Donsegis Cornucopia 
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Hilda, coming six years old and soon 
due by Sir Walker Inka Homestead 
47th. She has a CTA record of 424 
Ibs. fat in 305 days at 4 years, and 
her dam is credited with 521.4 lbs. 
also for 305 days. Glenn Buchine, 
Walton, one of the heavy buyers in 
the sale, took the third animal above 
$200, this being for the top of the 
bull section, Man-O-War Premier 
10th, a January calf consigned by 
the Blount Lumber Company. As his 
name indicates, he is a son of Man- 
O-War Premier, the Blount grand- 
son of Man-O-War, while the dam, 
Echo Segis Inka, a granddaughter of 
Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac, is 
credited with 779.6 lbs. fat in Class 
B and milked up to 135 lbs. in one 
day. This record is second high in 
New York State for division and 
class, and she won the blue for aged 
cow at Watertown and Sandy 
Creek, N. Y., fairs. Besides this well 
bred bull, Mr. Buchine took four 
cows and heifers. 

Robert M. Dann, Painted Post, se- 
lected seven head for a total of $1,- 
097.50; P. E. Alberding, Oriskany 
Falls, paid $677.50 for five head; 
Sarl Aldreich, Norwich, took four 
for $607.50, and there were a num- 
ber of other good buyers. Included 
in the draft selected by Geo. Ballam 
& Son, of New Hampshire, largest 
buyers, were a pair of twin sisters 
consigned by Louis J. Slantz, Earl- 
ville. One was fresh just before the 
sale and the other due just after, and 
both went at $157.50 each. 


The century mark in this oldest 
sale series will be reached next month 
and the eyes of the industry will be 
focused intently on Earlville, on De- 
cember 7 and 8 for Earlville No. 100.

Friesian cow. 

Korndyke Segis Andire 1603611, 
is the new leader. Milked four times 
a day for 365 days she produced 
31,408 pounds of milk and 1,146.5 
pounds of butterfat. She was born 
September 17, 1930. Her sire was 
Beaverdam King Andire 569566, and 
her dam, Korndyke Denver Segis 
1191764. 

Arthur L. Bowell of Thompson, in 
Susquehanna county, is owner of the 
new state champion. On his farm 
of 205 acres he grows silage and hay 
for the dairy. He was one of the 
first men in his community to  in- 
elude alfalfa in his hay mixture. 

His present herd was started in 
1905 when he purchased two regis- 
tered Holstein-Friesian heifers and 
a registered bull six months old. He 
now has 56 registered Holsteins, all 
of his own breeding. The herd was 
accredited as free from tuberculosis 
in 1921 and certified for freedom 
from Bang’s disease in 1933 and 
there has never been a reactor to 
either disease in the herd. 

Mr. Bowell has been a member 
of a dairy herd improvement asso- 
ciation since 1917. The testers who 
supervised the new record were B. 
E. Whitney and Robert Titman. Milk 
from the Bowell herd is delivered to 
the Pleasant Mount receiving station 
of the Dairymen’s League. 

At the beginning of her record- 
making lactation period Korndyke 
Segis Andire weighed about 1,600 
pounds. At the end of the period 
she weighed about 1,500 pounds. 
Her milk production, therefore, was 
about 20 times her own weight. 

According to the cow testing rec- 
ords the value of her milk for the 
365 days was $562.87. The cost of 
her feed was $176.91 which left a 
return of $385.96. 

The best day’s production was 110 
pounds and she was fed at the rate 
of 1 pound of grain to 4 pounds of 
milk but at no time did she recéive 
— than 24 pounds of grain in a 

ay. 

While making the record Korn- 
dyke Segis Andire consumed the fol- 
lowing quantities of feed: 8120 
pounds of corn silage, 2110 pounds 
of hay, 1183 pounds of beet pulp, 
and 7634 pounds of grain. The hay 
consisted of 50 per cent alfalfa, 25 


4 per cent clover, and 25 per cent 
timothy. 


During the first five months of the 
period this cow received the follow- 
ing grain mixture: wheat bran, 500 
pounds; gluten feed, 500 pounds; 
hominy, 500 pounds: distillers’ 
grains, 500 pounds: and soybean oil 
meal, 200 pounds. During the last 
seven months the grain mixture con- 
sisted of 400 pounds each of wheat 
bran, gluten feed, hominy and dis- 
tillers’ grain, and 200 pounds each 
of ground oats and soybean oil meal.

250 days this year she has produced 
10,217 pounds of milk and 352.6 
pounds of butterfat. - 

Korndyke Andire, Hengerveld, 
1890265, the third heifer calf, was 
born April 17, 1936. Freshening at 
23 months she has produced 8556 
pounds of milk and 326.8 pounds of 
butterfat in 231 days this year. Both 
she and the second heifer are still 
milking and, therefore, have not fin- 
ished their yearly records. 

The fourth calf, a bull named 
Hengerveld Korndyke Konigen, 
752194, was born November 13, 
1937, when his dam started the rec- 
ord she has just completed. This 
calf was sold to Monaghan Brothers 
of Lakewood in Wayne county, 
Pennsylvania.
